The undersigned three parties, representing, and acting as agents of, the 
three sovereign states of Germany, Russia , and Italy , do hereby agree to abide by 
and honor the indicated agreements and articles contained within this document. 
Said agreement is to be indicated by the plain and legible initialing by tv:o or 
more of the signing parties of the agreed on articles and the final initialing 
and signatures by all three parties. Failure of unanimous agreement on any partic- 
ular article does not invalidate said article if at least two parties agree to it. 
Such failure merely indicates that the third party is to be excluded from obliga- 
tion as concerns that particular point. Such points as to which there is only 
solitary agreement by one party are to be considered invalid and not binding. 

Articles 

I. It is understood by the three undersigned parties that this agreement is 
valid and binding in regard to the following conditions: Diplomacy game 

BZ-3; from , to , and i ncluding the following game dates: Spring 1904 and Fall 1906 . 

II. This treaty will remain secret unless otherwise agreed by all three parties 
to it.

III. None of the nations that are parties to this agreement shall at any 'cross 
the national boundaries of, or attack the home supply centers of any of the 

other nations that are party to this agreement,, except by wr itten and signed 
explicit consent of +he affected nations. The only exception to this is if a 
unit is rorcea to retreat «ud c;vly path cf r*tr-*+ is J mto on« of the aforesaid 
nations. If such a retreat results in damages, imm ed iate restitution must be 
made. 

IV. None of the parties shall at any time attack, seize, or hold any supply 
center or centers that is or are held by any of the other parties, without 

prior written consent. 

V. Ncne or the parties shall at any time supp ort any attack by any third or 
fourth power on the home territory or home supply centers of any of the 

other parties. 

VI. None of the parties shall at any time support any attack by any third or 
fourth power on the extra-home supply centers of any of the other parties, 

or any territory actively held by any of the other parties. "Actively held" 
refers to territory Tv^th. what is evident as being the front lines of the nation 
in questi within 

VII. None of the parties shall at any time attack any unit of the other parties, 
or support such an attack by any third or fourth parties, without prior 

written consent by the affected party or parties. 

VIII. The following provinces shall as of and including Spring 1904 be DEMILITAR- 
IZED: Tyrolia , Bohemia , Sile sia, Prussia. This means that these areas are 

off limits - to units from all parties, except by written .consent. 

IX. The following provinces shall be as of and including Spring 1904 DEMILITAR- 
IZED: Gascony , Bm ymndy , LIMITATION: The province of Burgundy rr^y be oc- 
cupied by a German unit until such time as it convenient for purposes oF military 
security to remove it to seme other province. Otherwise, these areas are consider- 
ed off limit-a - *.o units £tcm all parties, except by written consent. 
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X. , Notice of withdrawal from this treaty or any article or articles of it must 
^ be given with at least one complete year*s warning. Such warning shall be 

sent to all parties in written form . Notice of withdrawal in such a manner does 
not free the parties given notice from treaty obligations that they agreed to, un- 
less the party giving notxce has broken obligation. 

XI. Any nation that violates any of its incurred obligations is considered to 
have violated the treaty. Violation of the treaty is sufficient grounds for 

attack without warning by axty or all of the other parties to the treaty.

Therefore, in the light of this Russian treachery, the flagrant breaking of 
the Tyrol Pa>c (articles 3, k> 7j 8 and 10), the Italian government has no choice 
but to declare war upon the Russian government, both for reasons of honor, and 
for reasons of practicality, A nation -who once violates a trust may do so again. 

Therefore, Italy declares vrar under article II of the Tyrol Pax; "Violation 
of the treaty is sufficient grounds for attack -without Training by any or 'all of 
the other parties to the treaty." 

The Italian government and pe-^*' 0 v/xsh nothing but peaceful relations -with the 
nevr Geman government; to continue tfte relationship of trust that has existed in 
the past.
